DE 19927127: This invention appears to be related to a fabric woven with an 
upper and lower layer and a filling material enclosed in the space at weaving, 
held only by the warp and weft threads. The filling can be a film, non-woven 
fabric, foam, loose fiber. Depending on the material, it can be introduced in the 
weft direction by a pile formation system in the warp direction by tubes through 
gaps in the reed or with a retractable reed. 

DE 3813740: This invention appears to be related to a woven fabric structure 
impregnated with a hardened resin having first and second warp fabric sections, 
the second section comprising a plurality of pleats integrally joined to the first 
section by warp threads of the second section and interwoven with the weft 
threads of the first section. The fabric is of an industrial yarn such as aramide 
fiber, carbon fiber, ceramic fiber, glass fiber or a blend of such fibers. U.S. 
Patent No. 5,041 ,324 appears to be equivalent to the German application. 
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GB 151208: This invention appears to be related to a method of weaving quilts, 
counterpanes, bedspreads and similar articles comprising two sets of warps, one 
operated by a jacquard harness and the other by healds. 

DE 4226954: This invention appears to relate to textile hollow structures, partly 
or totally formed by weaving and particularly with a jacquard or equivalent 
application, having a top and bottom fabric with side gussets between. Each 
gusset is woven from partly top and partly bottom fabric. 

BE 1010848: This invention appears to relate to a loom with two parts that can 
be moved relative to one another, in which one of these movable loom parts has 
two bearings next to each side frame, each of which can bear the end of a 
spindle of a warp beam.
